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PREFACE. 



It is proposed that a teacher making use of this 
book should provide each pupil with a copy, and re- 
quire him to form sentences, introducing the words 
in the text, and also, at least, one word from those at 
the head of each set of sentences. When written, the 
exercises should be examined by the Key, though in 
no case should the particular form of expression 
adopted in it be insisted upon. The pupil will rea- 
dily see in each case how many words he may be 
allowed to insert at every blank, and in each instance 
a strict attention to this should be required. 

For a more extended explanation of the plan, see 
the preface to the " Exercises on Orthography," pub- 
lished uniform with this volume. 

As a sequel to this set of exercises, the author re- 
commends " Progressive Exercises in English Com- 
position," by R. G. Parker, A.M., or " Rudiments of 
English Composition," by Alexander Raid, A.M. 
The latter work possesses an advantage to the teacher, 
in having a published Key, which lightens the labour 
of examination.

GENERAL RULES FOR SPELLING. 



In determining how to divide a word into 
syllables, as a general rule pronounce it care- 
fully, and follow, as nearly as possible, the 
divisions necessarily made by the organs of 
speech ; as en^-ror^ hap-py^ moun-tain, syl-la- 
blcy weep-ifig^ woi'-ship. 

In words not monosyllables, a single conso- 
nant j)laced between two vowels, must belong 
to the latter syllable ; as in a-ma-zing^ the con- 
sonant m being between a and a, must be put 
into the second syllable, and the consonant z 
being between a and t, must be put into the 
third syllable ; in a-cid and ia-cit^ the c must 

be joined to the last syllable. 

The letter x is an exception, as are also compound 
words ; as, ex-e-€utey ex-ude^ dis-uie^ in-uH- ate. 

If two consonants wWch may begin a word 
occur in the middle of it, they must not be 
separated ; as bl in ca-pa-ble; but if two con- 
sonants which cannot begin a word are between 
two vowels, they must be separated ; as, bids- 
soniy chim-neyy cot-tage^ e-ter-nal^ in-ter-val^ 
un-der. 

If three consonants which may begin a word 
follow a long vowel, they must not be separated, 
but must be put with the latter syllable ; as, 
thr in de-lhrone : if however they follow a abort 
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vowel, they must be put in different syllables ; 
as in diS'Creetf dis-traifiy mis-chief. 

When three or four consonants, not proper to 
begin a syllable, are between two vowels, such 
of them as can begin a syllable belong to the 
latter syllable, the rest to the former; as in ap- 
ply ^ daugh-tevy hand-some^ instruct. 

Two consonants forming but one sound are 
never separated ; as in e-cho^ pro-phet. 

If two rowels which do not form a diphthong 
come together, they must be in separate sylla- 
bles; as de-vi-ate^fu-ely re-li-ance. 

A diphthong immediately preceding a vowel 
must be separated from it; as in pow-er, roy-aly 
trow-eL 

Terminations produced by grammatical in- 
flexion and other peculiar terminations, are, for 
the most part, separated ; as, hap-pi-neaSy lov- 
ing ^ lov-eVj man-hoody sweet-ly^ use-less j walk- 
er y walk -est y weed-ed, weed-ing. 

When in writing, the whole of a word can- 
not be written at the end of a line, for want of 
sufficient space, it must be divided only at the 
syllables ; as, re-lyy tra-vellery or travel-ler. 



Monosyllables which end with/, /, or s, pre- 
ceded by a single vowel, double the final con- 
sonant ; as, hiUy muffy pusSy stuffy whiff. 

Exceptions ; as, gas^ his, has, if, is, of, this, thus, us, 
was, yes. 

Monosyllables ending with any other conso- 

z 
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nant than/, /, or «, preceded by a single vowel, 
do not double the final consonant ; b.^^ Jig j fur, 
mad, ruTiy wit, yet, 

£xceptioDs; add^ hunn^ butt, buzz, ebb, egg, err, inn, 
odd, purr, 

A consonant preceded by a diphthong or a long vowel 
is never doubled ; as, double, native, ready, vmter, 
weary. 

Primitive words of more than one syllable never dou- 
ble the final /; as, annul, flannel, frugal, pupil, 

V, X, and k are never doubled. 

c hard is used before k, when preceded by a single 
vowel ; as, deck, knuckle, neck, pocket. 

In lac, zinc, acrostic, almanac, mimic, public, and 
other words, c hard is used without k, — (Note, All 
these, except the first two, were formerly spelt with 
the termination ck.) 

In dissyllables, if a consonant be followed by 

the termination le, and preceded by a short 

vowel, it is doubled; as, apple, bubble, meddle. 

Exceptions ; treble, triple. 

In dissyllables ending in y or ey, when the 

preceding consonant follows a short vowel, it is 

doubled ; as, diffy, folly, happy, sqrry, volley. 
Exceptions ; any, bury, buty, body, city, copy, honey, 
lily, many, money, pity, study, very. 

In words terminating with er, or, et, ot, and 
ow, the preceding consonant is doubled, when 
it follows a short vowel; as, barrow, billet, 
manner, pillow, parrot, terror. 

Exceptions ; choler, consider, deliver, leper, primer, 
proper; manor, tenor; alphabet, cadet, civet, claret, 
closet, comet, planet, tenet, valet ; bergamot, pivot, 
shalot, spigot ; shadow, widow. 

In words terminating with ic, id, it, ish, ity, 

the preceding consonant is not doubled. 
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Exceptions; attic, traffic, tt/rannic ; flaccic, horrid, 
pallid, torrid; commit, rabbit, summit; embellish, 
skittish, necessity, tranquillity. 

In words which begin with am, cat, el, ep, 
mod, par, the consonant is not doubled. . 

ExceptioDS; ammjoniac, ammunition, cattle, ellipse, 
parricide, parrot, parry. 

If a word ending with silent e have an affix 
which begins with a consonant, the e is re- 
tained ; as, falsey falsely ; improve, improve- 
ment ; peace, peaceful. 

Exceptions; av>e, awful; abridge, abridgment; argue, 
argument ; acknowledge, acknowledgment ; due, 
duly; judge, judgment; lodge, lodgment; true, 
trtdy; whole, wholly. 

Words ending in le preceded by a consonant, omit le 
when /y is added; as, able, ably; gentle, gently; 
sensible, sensibly. 

If a word ending with silent e have an affix 
which begins with a vowel, the e is omitted ; 
as, cure, curable; infinite, infinity; pure, 
purity. 

Words ending in ve, ce, or ge, having the affix able, 

retain the silent e ; as, change, changeable ; move, 

moveable ; peace, peaceable. 
Words ending in silent e, preceded by g soft, having 

the affix ous, retain the e; as, courage, courageous. 
Words ending in silent e, preceded by c soft, having. 

the affix ous, change the e into i ; as, space, spacious. 

When an affix is added to a word ending in 
y, preceded by a consonant, the y is generally 
changed into i; as, carry, carrier; comply, 
compliance ; pity, pitiful ; try, trial. 

The letter y is retained before the affixes ing and ish ; 

as, apply, applying ; baby, babyish ; cry, crying. 
Words ending in y, preceded by a vowel, and having 
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an affix, do not change the y into i ; u, dettroy, 

detiroyer; play ^playing* 
Exceptions; daily , gtiietyf gaily ^ laid, paid, taid, 

tlatn, their. 
If a word ending with ty have the affix avs, the y is 

changed into e; as, bounty y bounteous; pity, 

piteous. 
If a word have the affix ed or es, it is joined to the 

last part of the word to form one syllable. 

Monosyllables and words accented on the last 
syllable, which end with a single consonant, 
preceded by a single vowel, ^double the final 
consonant, when they have an affix beginning 
with a vowel ; as, begin^ beginner ; rob, rob- 
ber : remity remittance ; sin^ sinning. 

If the final consonant he preceded hy a diphthong, it 

remains single; as, beat, beating; fail, failing. 
Exceptions; woolly, woollen. 
If the affix change the original accent, the consonant 
is not douhled ; as, confer, conference ; prefer, pre- 
ference, preferable. 

Words ending in /, preceded by a single 
vowel, having an affix which begins with a 
vowel, generally double the / ; as, coraly coral- 
line ; counsel J counsellor ; libel^ libeller ; mar- 
vel^ marvelled ; rival, rivalling. 

In words with the affixes ous, ize, ist, ity, the / is not 
douhled; bs, scandal, scandalous; moral, monUize; 
medal, medalist; fatal, fatality. 
Exceptions; libel, libellous; marvel, marvellous; duel, 
duellist ; tranquil, tranquillity. 

Words ending with double consonants retain 
them both^ when they have an affix ; as, oppress j 
oppressor; roll, roller; stiff, stiffer, stiffly, 
stiffest. 

When an affix beginning with a consonant is added 
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to a word ending with U, one I is omitted ; as, dull, 
dully y dulnest ; toillj wilful. 
' The words illness, shrillness, stillness, retain the dou- 
ble I, in conformity with the general rule. 
Many words may be written in two ways. 
The following are s^pecimeus; favour y favor ; 
inquire J enquire ; negotiate^ negociate ; refiec- 
tion^ reflexion.
